ASME  Gives  Professor  Region  Post

Dr.  John  M.  Simonsen,  chairman  of  the  Mechanical  En- 
gineering Dept,  at  Brigham  Young  University,  was  recently 
appointed  chairman  of  the  Region  Eight  membership  devel- 
opment committee  of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical 
Engineers. 

The  appointment  was  made  by  E.  H.  Draper,  vice  pres- 
ident of  Region  Eight,  and  automatically  makes  Dr.  Simon- 
sen a representative  of  that  region  in  the  national  commit- 
tee.

Frenchmen 
Lose  Vote 
To  Algeria 

Fate  of  Algeria 
Hangs  in  Balance 

PARIS,  Dec.  8 (UPI)  — A 
bleary  eyed  National  Assembly 
early  today  ended  a marathon 
debate  over  President  Charles 
De  Gaulle’s  plans  to  loosen  Al- 
gerian ties  to  France  but  got  no 
chance  to  vote. 

Three  times  the  rightwing 
deputies  who  demanded  that  Al- 
geria be  kept  a part  of  France 
threw  the  assembly  hall  into  an 
uproar  with  shouting  and  desk 
banging. 

But  they  were  merely  blowing 
off  steam  because  Premier  Mi- 
chel Debre  already  had  an- 
nounced the  government  would 
by-pass  the  legislators  and  take 
the  “Algerian  Project”  directly 
to  the  people. 

A NATIONAL  referendum 
will  be  held  in  January  on 
whether  France  should  go 
through  with  plans  to  set  up  a 
local  Algerian  administration — 
under  French  control — and  then 
let  the  Algerians  vote  on  their 
own  future. 

The  debate,  which  started  at 
10  a.m.  yesterday  and  dragged 
on  until  7:39  a.m.  today  brought 
out  the  opposing  fears — on  the 
one  hand  that  the  costly  six-year- 
old  war  against  the  Moslem  reb- 
els will  drag  on  and  on  the  other 
that  France  might  lost  its  rich 
North  African  soil  completely. 

De  Gaulle  came  in  for  some 
of  the  worst  personal  abuse  he 
has  suffered  since  his  return  to 
power  two  and  a half  years  ago. 

INDEPENDENT  Rightist  Dep- 
uty Henri  Tremolet  Devilliers 
lashed  out  at  the  70-year-old 
chief  of  state  with  these  words: 

“France  is  not  decadent.  Only 
it’s  chief  can  be  old,  weary  and 
sad.” 

A deputy  from  Algeria,  Abdel 
Hadjid  Benhacine,  hit  back  at 
the  Rightists.

WILLIAM  SHAKESPEARE  in  his  great 
tragedy  draws  a complete  portrait  of  a noble 
soul.  Last  evening,  in  the  BYU  presentation 
this  portrait  of  King  Lear  came  colorfully 
to  life. 

The  director,  Dr.  Lael  J.  Woodbury,  who 
can  always  be  depended  upon  for  fine,  sen- 
sitive productions,  unrolled  for  hi|>  first  night 
audience  a work  that  was  forceful,  swift- 
moving.  and  deeply  touching.  Against  a 
stationary  set,  massive  and  yet  extremely 
versatile,  the  players  moved  to  unwind  the 
story  of  the  kindest  of  kings  whom  the  fates 
were  destined  to  destroy. 

Carol  Michie  dressed  the  cast  in  the  color- 
ful traditional  style  and  showed  wisdom  in 
a selection  of  color  schemes  that  not  only 
added  to  the  characterizatons.  but  greatly 
assisted  the  audience  by  always  indicating 
which  army  belonged  to  whom. 

Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen  proved  that  his 
hand  has  lost  none  of  the  master  touch.  His 
characterization  of  King  Lear  clearly  domin- 
ated the  play.  This  dominance  was  however 
of  such  a nature  that  it  blended  easily  into 
the  entire  scheme  of  things  and  enhanced 


rather  than  hindered  the  production.  This 
smoothness  might  well  serve  as  an  example 
to  those  universities  who  prefer  to  bring  in 
big  time  stars  and  display  them  in  such  a 
manner  that  it  is  often  disadvantageous  both 
, to  the  players  and  the  play. 

KING  LEAR  was  ably  supported  by  a 
cast  of  capable  artists.  Lee  Scanlon,  fresh 
from  his  comedy  success  of  the  last  play, 
showed  a fine  range  of  ability  in  the  role  of 
the  Earl  of  Gloucester.  Gary  Stewart  drew 
for  the  audience  a hard,  cruel,  and  sometimes 
blood-chilling  picture  in  his  portrayal  of  Ed- 
mund. The  Earl  of  Kent.  Roger  Jordan,  was 
shown  with  great  sincerity. 

The  three  daughters  of  Lear  were  played 
by  Carene  Jordan,  Carol  Lynn  Wright,  and 
Marie  Keeler.  These  roles  were  presented  in 
fine  balance  and  understanding. 

The  roles  of  women  in  Shakespearean 
plays  are  of  such  a nature  as  to  demand  a 
well-trained  voice  and  capable  projection.  All 
three  of  the  daughters  showed  themselves 
to  be  very  capable.  Special  note  should  per- 
haps be  made  of  Marie  Keeler’s  portrayal  of 
Cordelia.  Miss  Keeler  is  a freshman  student 
and  proved  to  be  easily  a match  for  the  stage 
full  of  college  veterans. 


“Algeria  will  owe  much  to  the 
revolution  which  is  referred  to 
disdainfully  as  the  rebellion,”  he 
declared. 

Extreme  Rightist  Jean-Marie 
Le  Pen  asked  if  Debre  did  not 
“feel  the  shadow  of  Pierre  La- 
val (executed  as  a German  war- 
time collaborationist)  floating 
over  the  benches.” 

TWO  GAULLIST  DEPUTIES 

tried  to  climb  the  rostrum  to  at- 
tack Le  Pen  but  were  pulled 
back  by  ushers. 

Debre.  who  started  the  de- 
bate. was  one  of  the  few  persons 
still  in  the  chamber  for  the  end 
if  it.  He  said  attempts  to  nego- 
tiate a peace  with  the  Algerian 
rebels  would  take  years. 

He  also  complained  that  that 
Western  Allies  did  not  accept  the 
French  belief  that  France  is  up- 
holding the  cause  of  the  West  in 
Algeria. 

THE  ALGERIAN  war  has  cost 
France  billions  of  dollars  and 
thousands  of  lives. 

Most  Frenchmen  are  sick  of 
it  and  appear  willing  to  go  along 
with  almost  any  measures  to  end 
it  honorably.  Thus  De  Gaulle  is 
confident  that  his  plans  will  be 
approved  in  the  referendum.

MIAMI  STARTED  their  ’61 
season  with  wins  over  Rollins 
College,  80-62,  and  the  Univer- 
sity of- Tampa,  93-64. 

Last  year  the  Hurricane  sea- 
son record  was  23-4,  which  gave 
them. a -bid  to  the  NCAA  tourna- 
ment. All  five  starters,  includ- 
ing All-American  Dick  Hickox, 
are  back  from  last  year’s  win- 
ning team.  They  are  bolstered  by 
three  strong  reserve  lettermen. 

HICKOX  last  year  scored  a 
total  of  596  points  for  the  Hurri- 
canes, and  had  an  average  of  22.1 
points  per  game.
